For the information of those of our citi- 
zens, who own or have located quartz or 
other mining claims in this county, and whe 
wish to secure a perfect title to. them, we re- 
publish such extracts from the U. 8. Mining 
Law as refer to the location, survey and sale 
of said mineral lands. 

Sec. 1 declares that, the mineral lands are 
open to all citizens of the United States and 
all who have declared their, intention to be- 
come citizens. 

Sec. 2.° And be it further enacted, That 
whenever any person or association of per- 
sons claim a vein or lode’6f quartz, or other 
rock-in place, bearing gold, silver, cinnabar, 
or copper, having previously occupied and 
improved the same, according to the local 
custom or Tiles of miners in the district 
where the same is situated, and having ex- 
pended in actual. Jabor and: improvements 
thereon.an amount of. not less than $1,000,

no Controversy or opposing claim, it shall
